Bamett also discussed reno- 
vations to the tornado-damaged 
football field, which will include 
new bleachers and lighting. 

"The football field should 
be ready for the first game of 
the season," Barnett said. "The 
materials will be delivered soon, 
and the new press box is also 
up. We will also be doing more 
renovations in the future." 

Future permanent improve- 
ments will include locker rooms 
for the home and visiting teams , 
public restrooms and a conces- 
sion and ticket sales stand. 

Board members also ap- 
proved a BG-1 application 
regarding repairs to the Ki- 
wanis Park tennis court, which 
was damaged by the March 2 
tornado. 

"The tennis court will be 



resurfaced," Barnett said. "It 
will also get new lights and new 
nets. All of the materials have 
been ordered." 

Court renovations will be 
finished in time for the MCHS 
tennis team's annual fundraising 
tournament in August.

LEXINGTON, Ky., July 
1 1 — Agriculture Secretary Tom 
Vilsack today announced that 
rural electric cooperatives and 
utilities in 15 states will re- 
ceive loan guarantees to make 
improvements to generation 
and transmission facilities and 
implement smart grid technolo- 
gies. 

The $287 million in loan 
guarantees are provided by 
USDA Rural Development's 
Rural Utilities Service (RUS) 
and includes support for more 
than $10 million in smart grid 
technologies that help utility 
companies make efficiency im- 
provements to the electric grid 
and help consumers lower their 
electric bills by reducing energy 
use in homes and businesses. 

"Maintaining and upgrading 
rural electric systems creates 
jobs and supports economic 
development," Vilsack said. 
"These loans I am announcing 
today will have a lasting im- 
pact on the rural landscape for 
generations to come. They will 
help ensure that rural areas can 
retain existing businesses, sup- 
port new ones and have reliable, 
up-to-date infrastructure." 

In Kentucky, State Director 
for Rural Development Tom 
Fern said the Licking Valley 
Rural Electric Cooperative 
Corporation in West Liberty 
will use funds to build and 



improve 186 miles of distribu- 
tion line and make other system 
improvements, serving 1,250 
customers. The $19.7 million 
loan guarantee for LVRECC 
includes $689,227 in smart grid 
projects. Funding is contingent 
upon the recipient meeting the 
terms of the loan agreement. 

"Utility services are the 
foundation of rural infrastruc- 
ture and the Kentucky project 
will help in the development 
and commercialization of vital 
utility services in those ru- 
ral communities," said Fern. 
"These investments support 
long-term prosperity by en- 
suring that rural communities 
have the basic infrastructure to 
become self-sustaining with the 
ability to compete in the global 
economy." 

The funding helps electric 
utilities upgrade , expand , main- 
tain and replace rural America's 
electric infrastructure. USDA 
Rural Development also funds 
energy conservation and renew- 
able energy projects.

A Pennsylvania-based reli- 
gious organization known as 
Hosanna Industries, Inc. may 
grant funds to households that 
have used all FEMA and in- 
surance monies upon proof of 
residency. 

To be eligible, a Morgan 
County household must: 

• Earn under $82,680 for a 
family of two. 

• Earn less than $96,460 for 
a family of three or more. 



All eligible property as- 
sisted with these funds will be 
subject to a five-year retention 
mechanism, which may require 
a homeowner to replay or a 
portion of the subsidy if home 
is sold or refinanced within five 
years. 

Each household must have 
been determined to be eligible 
for housing assistance by FEMA 
or the appropriate state emer- 
gency management agency or 
organization; and must have 
used up all funds given through 
FEMA, Kentucky Division of 
Emergency Management and 
insurance.

Motorcyclist killed 
in collision with 
pickup truck 

A motorcyclist was killed on 
Saturday, June 30, in a collision 
with a pickup truck pulling a 
trailer at the intersection of Ohio 
302 and U.S . 42 in northeastern 
Ashland County, Ohio. 

The Ashland post of the 
Ohio State Highway Patrol says 
Wendell Scott Stamper, 44, of 
Springfield, Ohio, died in the 
accident. 

The patrol says Stamper was 
riding his motorcycle north on 
U.S. 42 and struck the driver's 
side of a pickup truck at the 
intersection of Ohio 302, driven 
by Garry Press, 65, of Winter 
Park, Florida. 

Hie collision happened when 
Press stopped at a stop sign at 
the intersection , then pulled into 
the path of the motorcycle. 

The patrol says Stamper, who 
was not wearing a helmet, was 
thrown from the motorcycle 
as he tried to avoid the colli- 
sion and laid the motorcycle 
down with the bike striking the 
pickup. 

Press is charged with vehicu- 
lar manslaughter and is sched- 
uled for arraignment Tuesday in 
Ashland Municipal Court. 

Mr. Stamper was a grandson 
of the late Andy and Lillian 
Wright, who resided in Morgan 
County.

Inmates at Rowan 
Detention Center 
say rights violated 

MOREHEAD, Ky. - In- 
mates at the Rowan County 
Detention Center say a new 
mail policy adopted recently at 
the Morehead facility violates 
their rights. 

The policy permits inmates 
to receive only metered post- 
cards, which inmates claim 
hinders communication with 
and creates financial hardship 
on their families. 

Jailer Don Hull said the 



policy was adopted n response 
to repeated attempts by senders 
to smuggle contraband items 
through the mail. 

As an example, Hull pointed 
to a picture postcard recently 
sent to the jail. The postage 
stamp was peeled back to re- 
veal a strip of buprenorphine 
better known as Suboxone, 
tucked beneath. 

Inmates complained that 
families are not aware of the 
change and that mail sent to 
the jail that doesn't conform 
to the new policy is returned 
to sender.

God always 
seemed to look after us due 
the the dangers that we were 
so familiar with... for instance, 
snakes and heavy tools; and still 
no one was ever hurt really bad, 
thanks to God's watchful eyes. 

I remember one incident 
where Linda had a pitch fork 
sever through her foot and Joe 
had an 8 pound sledge hammer 
fall on his head. These may 
appear to be severe, but the 
injuries were minor due to all 
that we played around. Life 
back then was good, it was plain 
and simple, and afternoons were 
rarely spent inside. 

Those days are the ones that 
make the best memories for not 
only me, but my kids as well. 
It's the simple things that mat- 
ter the most, when I leave this 
world no one will remember 
how much money was spent 
doing what, or who could hold 
up to technologies latest battles , 
but time spent with one another 
and making memories that'll 
last a lifetime!

Morgan County School Supt. 
Deatrah Barnett was thrilled by 
the news of the surprise gift 
from the Optimists. 



"This is such wonderful and 
unexpected news," she said 
Monday. "We hope to have the 
field back in use for the opening 
game in August and this money 
will be a big help." 

Barnett said the March 2 
tornado destroyed the high 
school's football equipment, 
lights, bleachers, scoreboard, 
press box , dressing rooms , con- 
cession stands and playing field.

Commissioner Comer urges livestock 
and grain producers to take precautions 



FRANKFORT, Ky.-Agri- 
culture Commissioner James 
Comer expressed grave con- 
cerns for Kentucky's livestock 
producers and corn growers 
and cautioned them to take 
steps to protect themselves 
from potential losses. Comer 
said that drought-stricken corn 
silage could contain toxic levels 
of nitrogen. If fed to livestock, 
this corn silage could be fatal. 

"I am not going to sugarcoat 
the severity of this situation," 
said Commissioner Comer, 
who raises beef cattle on his 
farm in Monroe County. "I 
am very concerned for all our 
producers and their families." 

The Kentucky field office 
of the National Agriculture 
Statistics Service reported that, 
as of Sunday, 72 percent of 
Kentucky's corn crop and 76 
percent of the Commonwealth's 
pastures were rated poor or very 
poor. Commissioner Comer 
said some corn stalks aren't 
producing ears, which has led 
many growers , especially those 
in western Kentucky, to con- 
sider chopping their corn into 
silage to salvage some value. 

"Feeding silage can help 



livestock producers who need 
to feed their animals because 
their pastures are suffering from 
the dry weather," Commissioner 
Comer said. "But producers 
should be careful about feeding 
corn silage until they have deter- 
mined that the nitrogen content 
is at an acceptable level." 

The University of Kentucky 
Agricultural Weather Center 
stated Monday that western 
Kentucky and the bluegrass 
region are in extreme hydrologi- 
cal drought while central and 
eastern Kentucky are in severe 
drought. Western Kentucky 
would need more than 1 6 inches 
of rain to end the drought ac- 
cording to UK. Because it does 
not appear that this drought will 
abate anytime soon, Commis- 
sioner Comer urged farmers 
who have federal crop insurance 
to check in with their adjusters 
before making any major deci- 
sions. 

Commissioner Comer has 
communicated with the gov- 
ernor's office regarding trhe 
possibility of a declaration of 
emergency in counties across 
the Commonwealth.

June activity report 
issued by Morehead 
State Police Post 

Kentucky State Police at 
Post 8 Morehead has issued its 
final traffic and criminal activ- 
ity report for June 2012. 

During June Post 8 person- 
nel issued 1977 citations. Of 
those citations, 44 were for 
DUI, 296 were for speeding, 
171 for no seat belt, and 21 for 
child restraint violations. 

In addition, 1,873 vehicle 
inspections were conducted 
and 364 courtesy notices is- 
sued. Post 8 also investigated 
55 traffic collisions of which 
there were three fatalities, two 
in Powell County and one in 
Bath County. Post 8 personnel 
also investigated 1,263 com- 
plaints. A total of 79 criminal 
cases were opened and a total 
of 410 criminal arrests were 
made for the month. A total of 
six educational programs were 
conducted. 

Additionally, Captain Bobby 
D. Murray, Commander of the 
Kentucky State Police at More- 
head, announces that Troopers 
of the Morehead Post will be 
conducting Safety Checkpoints 
in addition to Moving Patrols 
throughout the Post 8 area dur- 
ing the entire month of July as 
well the remainder of the year 
2012. Motorists are urged to 
be cautious and obey reduced 
speeds through road construc- 
tions, especially on 1-64 East/ 
West bound lanes in Montgom- 
ery County. 

This concentrated enforce- 
ment effort will utilize Troopers 
and Detectives assigned to and 
working the Morehead post 
area. Members of the Com- 
mercial Vehicle Enforcement 
(CVE) will also be utilized. 
They will focus on enforcing 
violations of speeding, no seat 
belt, child restraint, impaired 
driving laws, and texting while 
driving, as well as other viola- 
tions of the traffic laws of Ken- 
tucky.

KEES allows students toe 
arn money for college by get- 
ting good grades in high school 
and for qualifying scores on the 
ACT or SAT. Students eligible 
for free or reduced lunches 
may also earn awards for good 
scores on Advanced Placement 
and International Baccalaure- 
ate exams. KEES is adminis- 
teredy by the Kentucky Higher 
Education Assistance Authority 
(KHEAA). 

to check awards and personal 
information, students need to 
use the Zip Access function on 
www.kheaa.com. If they do not 
already have a Zip Access ac- 
count, they can easily set one up 
from the KHEAA home page. 

students may verify their 
KEES GPA is correct by taking 
the letter grade for each course 
taken during the year and con- 
verting it to a 4.0 scale on which 
at A=4.0, B=3 .0 , C=2 .0 , D= 1 .0 , 
and F=0. AP and IB course 
grades receive one extra point 
of weight in the calculation, 
making an A=5.0, B=4.0, etc. 
The GPA is calculated by adding 
all the points together and divid- 
ing the total by the number of 
credits earned during the year. 

Students who need to ahve 
GPAs or other information 
corrected should contact their 
school counselor. 

If students do not see any 
KEES information, they should 
call the KHEAA College Access 
Team at (800) 928-8926. 

Students do not have to apply 
to receive their KEES awards. 
If they attend al eligible college 
or university, KHEAA will send 
their award to the school once 
the school verifies enrollment.

Eat Good Food, 
Not Too Much 

IS you're concerned about nutrition, you know the good guys 
from the bad guys: oat bran, beta-carotene and antioxidant vi- 
tamins versus red meat, fats and sugar. Read the reports of 
research, though, and you'll often be disappointed. 

Several studies of antioxidants such as beta-carotene 
and vitamin E failed to find the cancer preventing effects that 
were expected. And results of the Women's Health Initiative 
Dietary Modification Trial were equally disappointing. In this 
study, nearly 20,000 women were randomly assigned to fol- 
low a low-fat diet, reducing their total fat intake from 58 per- 
cent to Z9 percent of daily calories. Eight years later, results 
showed none of the expected benefits. The women following 
the low-fat diet had no reduced risk of breast cancer, colorec- 
tal cancer or cardiovascular disease. And their weights were 
generally the same as those of women in the control group 
who continued their regular diets. 

What does it all mean? Are you better off going back 
to burgers and fries? Actually, no. If you're over 40, one look 
at your high school yearbook will tell you that there are more 
overweight Americans today than there were ZO years ago. 
Children and adolescents are being diagnosed with type Z dia- 
betes, once found primarily in adults in their 50s and 60s. Of 
the top XO killers of Americans, at least 4 are diet related. 

Food writer Michael Pollan is not surprised by the 
disappointing results of nutrition studies because the focus of 
such research is invariably on nutritional substances rather 
than whole foods. Pollan prefers to keep it simple: eat food, 
not too much, mostly plants. 

GOOD FOOD, according to Pollan's definition, is sim- 
ply real food as opposed to the food-like substances that line 
the shelves of supermarkets. That means food that is fresh, un- 
processed, preferably grown in your own garden or produced 
by farmers near your home rather than manufacturers. Corn 
on the cob or corn tortillas are foods that your grandparents 
would recognize and eat. Corn curls and high fructose corn 
syrup are another category altogether. 

Hippocrates said, "Let food be your medicine," but 
that shouldn't keep you from enjoying yourself at the table. 
The French, Italians and Greeks have food-loving cultures. 
And even though they may eat more saturated fat and drink 
more alcohol than Americans do, they are generally thinner 
and healthier. 

Fresh whole foods bought at the Farmer's Market 
may be a bit more expensive; they have been grown with more 
care and less attention to high yield and long shelf life. But 
they taste better. Try a real egg from a chicken that has been 
allowed ro roam freely, and you'll never go back to the kind 
that come from egg laying factories. 

NOT SO MUCH: People in traditional cultures, where 
obtaining enough food is sometimes a challenge, generally 
have no problem with obesity. They eat less meat and more 
rice, beans and vegetables...because that is what they can af- 
ford. And they are healthier as a result. 

In American culture, unfortunately, those at the bot- 
tom of the socioeconomic chain are less able to afford fresh, 
whole foods. As a result, they are at the mercy of the food 
producers who offer inexpensive food products that are high 
in calories as well as sodium, trans fats and saturated foods. 
Corn curls will fill the stomach fast at a low cost. 

But it's not just poor Americans who are getting fat. 
According to one theory, Americans started gaining weight 
when they started following the low-fat, high starch regi- 
men that became popular during the 1980s and 1990s. Calo- 
ries count, and many Americans who tried to follow an overly 
austere approach to fats compensated by adding high-calorie 
carbohydrates . 

MOSTLY PLANTS: If you've ever followed a 

Weight Watchers' plan, you know that most fruits and vegeta- 
bles cost you virtually nothing in terms of points or calories. 
They are also the good guys in terms of nutrition. 

The American diet that has led to weight and health 
problems is based on meat and potatoes with a token vegeta- 
ble or two (such as lettuce and tomato on a burger). A more 
sensible diet starts with the vegetables and fills in with small- 
er quantities of meat and starches. 



Vegetarianism is often cited as a heart-healthy habit, 
but a better choice for many is "flexitarian"-plant centered 
but with modest amounts of meat, fish and poultry. 
Whole grains, dairy products and nuts round out the good 
foods that should be part of any healthy diet. Cindy Crager,

New laws went in effect July 12 



FRANKFORT - New laws 
approved during the Kentucky 
General Assembly's 2012 regu- 
lar session go into effect on 
July 12. 

The new laws mean copper 
thieves won't be able to sell 
stolen materials for quick cash 
at recycling centers . Passengers 
in large vans will no longer be 
exempt from the state's seat 
belt law. And meth producers 
will have a harder time getting 
large amounts of a key ingredi- 
ent needed to make their illegal 
drugs. 

The Kentucky Constitution 
states that legislation approved 
by the General Assembly goes 
into effect as state law 90 days 
after a legislative session ends, 
unless a bill specifies a differ- 
ent effective date or contains an 
emergency clause that makes it 
effective as soon as it is signed 
by the governor. 

This year's regular session 
adjourned on April 12. 

Among the issues covered 
by laws that go into effect July 
12 are the following: 

Blue Alert. Senate Bill 32 
will establish a statewide emer- 
gency alert system to catch 
those suspected of injuring a 
police officer. The "Blue Alert" 
system, which is modeled after 
the Amber Alert system, will 
use law enforcement commu- 
nication systems, electronic 
highway signs and media to 
spread information to catch 
perpetrators after an officer 
has been reported wounded or 
missing. 

Coal mine safety. House 
Bill 385 will enforce new rules 
for miners who fail drug or 
alcohol tests. Offenders will 
be ineligible to hold mining 
licenses or certificates for three 
years. Penalties are more se- 
vere for repeat offenders. 

Coal truck drivers. HB 411 
will designate the Monday of 
the fourth week in August as 
Coal Truck Driver Apprecia- 
tion Day. 

Concealed deadly weapons . 
HB 484 will allow Kentuckians 
to carry concealed weapons 
without a license on their prop- 
erty or place of business. 

Copper theft. HB 390 will 
help curb theft of copper and 
other valuable metals by ensur- 
ing thieves don't get immedi- 
ate cash for the stolen goods 
at recycling centers. Instead, 
after showing proof of owner- 
ship, a check will be mailed to 
those selling certain metals to 
recycling centers. The legisla- 
tion will also ensure that recy- 
cling centers receive reports 
on recently stolen metal items 
in the area so they can be on 
the lookout. The bill does not 
affect individuals recycling 
aluminum cans. 

Confederate pensions. HB 
85 will remove from the law 
books outdated language re- 
garding pensions for Confeder- 
ate soldiers. 

Consumer protection. HB 
421 will protect homeown- 
ers from being defrauded by 
providing a five-day grace pe- 
riod to cancel a signed roofing 
contract if the homeowner's 
insurance policy does not cover 
the repair work. 

Diplomas. SB 43 will pro- 
vide diplomas to students with 
disabilities who finish modified 



high school curriculums. The 
diploma will replace the certifi- 
cate of completion the students 
currently receive. 

Emergency room safety. SB 
58 will allow officers to make 
arrests for misdemeanor as- 
sault with probable cause if the 
crime occurs in a hospital emer- 
gency room. Under current 
law, emergency rooms aren't 
exempt from the requirement 
that an officer must witness a 
misdemeanor assault in order 
to make an arrest. 

Ethics. HB 402 will allow 
the Executive Branch Ethics 
Commission to share evidence 
with the state Personnel Board 
or the Auditor of Public Ac- 
counts if the information is 
needed for the agencies' inves- 
tigations. 

For-profit postsecondary 
schools. HB 308 will establish 
a new panel to regulate private 
for-profit colleges and universi- 
ties in Kentucky. The legisla- 
tion will replace the Kentucky 
Board for Proprietary Educa- 
tion with the Kentucky Com- 
mission on Proprietary Educa- 
tion and will limit the schools' 
membership to four seats. The 
legislation also calls for the 
creation of a compensation fund 
(paid for by the industry) for 
grievances of eligible Kentucky 
students and a revised student 
complaint review process. 

Meth labs. SB 3 will boost 
efforts to stop production of 
methamphetamines by tight- 
ening rules on the purchase of 
certain cold and allergy medi- 
cines that contain an ingredient 
needed to make meth. The leg- 
islation will decrease the cur- 
rent monthly over-the-counter 
purchase limit of ephedrine 
and pseudoephedrine in pill or 
tablet forms from 9 grams to 7.2 
grams and impose a 24 gram 
yearly limit. The measure will 
also replace the paper-tracking 
system currently in place for 
the purchase of medicines 
containing ephedrine and pseu- 
doephedrine with a mandatory 
electronic system that will al- 
low more real-time tracking. 

National Guard Assistance 
Program. HB 224 will make 
Kentucky National Guard 
members eligible for financial 
assistance to help pay child 
adoption costs. 

Personal-care homes. SB 
115 will require a medical 
examination that includes a 
medical history, physical ex- 
amination and diagnosis prior 
to admission to a personal-care 
home. 

POW/MIA flags. HB 121 
will require Prisoner of War 
and Missing in Action flags pur- 
chased or displayed by public 
institutions to be made in the 
United States. 

School facilities. SB 110 
will make it easier for school 
districts to allow community 
access to school facilities for 
recreational use during non- 
school hours by protecting the 
schools from liability in cases 
where an injury occurs. 

Seat belts. SB 89 will ex- 
pand Kentucky's seat belt law 
to include 15-person passenger 
vans. The bill was filed in re- 
sponse to a 2010 crash on 1-65 
near Munfordville that killed 1 1 
people, most of whom weren't 
wearing seat belts. Current state

West Liberty's Only Remaining 
Floral Shop Has Relocated

Many entrepreneurs 
found themselves without 
storefronts following the 
March 2 tornado, which 
destroyed the All Occa- 
sion Flowers shop that 
was once housed at 541 
Main St. 

Owner Cheryl McKenzie 
moved her business to her 
home following the storm 
that damaged all of her 
merchandise. 

"There wasn't much 
left," McKenzie said. "The 
building was damaged 
beyond repair, and most 
of my materials were de- 
stroyed by water or broken glass. So I had to move the shop to my garage." 

All Occasion Flowers - currently the only floral shop in West Liberty - is now located at 1161 
Old Hwy. 172, approximately one mile from the former Giovanni's restaurant site. 

"I have been busy with a lot of floral arrangements for funerals," McKenzie said. "Most of my 
business is conducted over the phone, but I miss the walk-in customers who visited my Main 
Street shop." 

McKenzie, who was not in the shop when the tornado hit, noted that she had worked as a 
florist on Main Street for 36 years prior to the tornado. 

"I opened All Occasion Flowers in 1989," McKenzie said. "But I had previously worked at 
Blossom Floral for 13 years.

The move did not limit McKenzie's products and services, as she continues to offer fresh cut 
and silk flowers in addition to gift items including afghans, candles, stuffed animals and primi- 
tive pieces. 

McKenzie predicted that the return of local businesses will bolster the post-tornado economy. 

"It will take time to get things back in order," McKenzie said. "Town will never be the same 
again, but I believe it could be even better than before."

This Quail Needs a Mate 



How long has it been since 
you have heard the distinct 
call of the"Bob White" in 
West Liberty? If you are an 
early morning walker on Riv- 
erside Drive you have been 
hearing the call of a lonesome 
quail. While I am writing this 
he is close to my back yard 
and I am listening to his call. 
I don't know what it means 
but I am assuming he is hop- 
ing a female quail will answer 
him. 

A couple of mornings ago 
I stepped out on my carport 
to begin my daily walk and it 
sounded as if the bird was in 
my front yard, but I couldn't 
see him. After looking around 
while being as still as I could, 
I spied him across the street 
on Reva Hutchinson's roof! 
I went back into the house, 
got my camera and started 
taking photos of him. He was 
so tame that I could walk into 
the middle of the street to 
photograph him and he never 
flew. I took his picture and 
started my walk. 

I walked up the street and 
stopped to visit with Paul 



Keeton. He and his demoli- 
tion crew were busy razing 
what was left after the tor- 
nado of the county Extension 
Service building. I showed 
Paul a picture of the quail on 
my camera and he said that 
it probably was one of Paul 
Ferguson's birds. 

As luck would have it, 
Paul Ferguson works for Paul. 
He lost his house on Johnson 
Hill during the tornado and 
his bird coop where he raised 
quail. His wife and children 
were in the house but weren't 
hurt but the coop where he 
raised quail was destroyed 
and the birds were gone. They 
are scattered all over town, 
about 60 of them. 

I just heard the call of 
the quail again while I was 
writing this and it sounded 
as if he was just outside the 
window. I stepped out of the 
house and saw him across 
the drive at the telephone 
company. He was so tame I 
got within three feet of him. 
I noticed he had a crippled 
left foot, which Paul Fergu- 
son called a "crooked toe." 



He said that out of a couple 
hundred birds hatched in an 
incubator about five will have 
crooked toes. He verified that 
the bird was male. He is the 
one that calls "bob white" and 
the female answers with just 
one whistle. 

I poured out some bird 
feed for the quail and he im- 
mediately began to eat. Hope- 
fully, he will stay around until 
he finds himself a mate. 

It is now afternoon and 
the quail is in an apple tree 
beside my house that stands 
along Blair Street. He seems 
happy, sitting on a large limb 
and whistling "bob white." 
Maybe he thought if he got 
in a tree he could project his 
call over a larger area. So I 
figured if he is going to stay 
with us I might as well make 
him comfortable. I have fixed 
him a food pan and water dish 
just below the limb he has 
adopted as his roost. 

I sure hope he finds him- 
self a good mate shortly as I 
am beginning to feel sorry for 
him.

CITY OF WEST LIBERTY 
ORDINANCE #07232012-01 

An ordinance providing for 
the installation of Listed Rapid 
Entry Key Boxes, Hazard- 
ous Materials Cabinets, Key 
Switches, Security Padlocks, 
and Fire Sprinkler Security 
Connection Caps, for use by the 
Fire Department to gain access 
to a structure that pose a safety 
threat due to alarm or any other 
action as deemed necessary by 
the Fire Chief or his designee. 

Whereas, many properties 
are equipped with automatic 
alarm systems and/or sprinkler/ 
standpipe systems, and these au- 
tomatic systems may cause the 
West Liberty Fire Department 
to be summoned at a time when 
the building or business is not 
occupied or when the occupant 
is not available to provide entry 
for the fire department; and 

Whereas, the City of West 
Liberty wishes to prevent dam- 
age from forceful entry in to 
structures and provide swift 
entry into structures by the Fire 
Department; and 

Whereas, the Uniform Fire 
Code 18.2.2.1 provides that any 
Fire Department may require 
certain occupancies to maintain 
a Rapid Access system as pre- 
scribed by the Fire Department: 
the West Liberty Fire Depart- 
ment finds a need to establish 
such a Rapid Entiy System for 
the City of West Liberty, and 
any areas covered by the West 
Liberty Fire Department, 

Now, therefore, be it or- 
dained by the City Council of 
the City of West Liberty, KY. 

Section 1 . Definitions: 

FIRE OFFICIAL: The Fire 
Chief or his designee. 

FIRE DISTRICT: The nor- 
mal fire protection district both 
incorporated and unincorporat- 
ed covered by the West Liberty 
Fire Department. 

RESPONSIBLE PARTY: 
The person(s) charged with the 
responsibility for the occupan- 
cy, building or business owner. 

KEY BOX: A UL "Listed" 
box, size and style, approved by 
the Fire Official that meets the 
requirements and uses the same 
security key code adopted by the 
Fire Department. 

SECURITY PADLOCK: A 
padlock approved by the Fire 
Official that utilizes the ap- 
proved key code utilized by the 
Fire Department. 

SECURITY PADLOCK: A 
padlock approved by the Fire 
Official that utilizes the ap- 
proved key code utilized by the 
Fire Department. 

SECURITY CAP: A Fire 
Department Connection (FDC) 
Plug and Cap approved for use 
in the City of West Liberty by 
the Fire Official utilizing 2 
1/2" National Standard thread 
pattern. 

Section 2. Application: 

A) MANDATORY KEY

TEMS 

When a building within the 
Fire District is protected by an 
automatic fire suppression and/ 
or standpipe system, it shall 
be equipped with a Key Box, 
installed at a location approved 
by the Fire Official. 

B) MANDATORY KEY 
BOXES FOR AUTOMATIC 
ALARM SYSTEMS 

When a building is protected 
by an automatic alarm system 
and or access to or within a 
building, or an area within that 
building, is unduly difficult 
because of secured openings, 
and where immediate access 
is necessary for life saving or 
firefighting purposes, it shall be 
equipped with a Key Box, to be 
installed at a location approved 
by the Fire Official. 

C) MANDATORY STOR- 
AGE CABINET 

In Occupancies storing or 
dispensing Hazardous Materi- 
als , a Hazardous Materials Cabi- 
net may be required. This cabi- 
net will serve to store MSDS and 
other information as required. 

D) AUTOMATIC GATES 
When a property is accessed 

through a gate or cross arm 
that impedes ingress through 
required Fire Lanes by means 
of a key or swipe card, it shall 
be equipped with a Key Switch 
to be installed at a location ap- 
proved by the Fire Official. 

E) SECURITY PADLOCK 
When a property is protected 

by a locked fence or gate and 
where immediate access to the 
property is necessary for life 
saving and firefighting purposes, 
it shall be equipped with a Se- 
curity Padlock to be installed at 
a location approved by the Fire 
Official. It shall then be the re- 
sponsibility of the Responsible 
Party to see that the fence or gate 
is secured properly so that the 
Security Padlock is accessible. 

F) CONSTRUCTION SITES 
When a construction site is to 

be secured by a locked fence or 
gate, that site will fall under Or- 
dinance, during the duration of 
construction or until said fence 
or gate is removed. The Security 
Padlock will be obtained by 
placing a security deposit with 
the Clerk of the City of West 
Liberty in an amount set to cover 
replacement of Security Padlock 
should it be lost or damaged. 
Once the deposit has been made, 
a Fire Official will come to the 
construction site and explain the 
use of the Security Padlock. It 
shall then be the responsibility 
of the construction company 
to see that the fence or gate is 
secured properly so that the 
Security Padlock is accessible. 

G) SECURITY OF FIRE 
DEPARTMENT CONNEC- 
TIONS 

When a building is protected 
by an automatic sprinkler and/or

H) NON-APPLICABILITY 
TO PARTICULAR DWELL- 
INGS 

This ordinance shall not ap- 
ply to owner occupied one and 
two family dwellings. Owners 
of single and two family oc- 
cupancies are encouraged to 
participate voluntarily utilizing 
a Residential Security Box. 

I) KEY BOX CONTENTS 
The Key Boxes shall contain, 

but not be limited to the follow- 
ing items as designated by the 
Fire Official. 

1) Labeled Keys to locked 
points of egress, whether in 
interior or exterior of such 
buildings. 

2) Labeled Keys to the locked 
mechanical rooms. 

3) Labeled Keys to any fence 
or secured areas not covered in 
Section 2, Subsections D, E, 
or F. 

4) Labeled Keys to any other 
areas that may be required by the 
Fire Official. 

5) A card containing the 
emergency contact people and 
phone numbers for each oc- 
cupancy. 

6. Floor plans of the rooms 
within the building may also be 
required, showing locations of 
shut offs. 

7) Hazardous Materials 
MSDS as required. 

J) ALERT DECALS 

Alert Decals, approved by 
the Fire Official, to alert fire 
companies of the presence of 
security features covered by this 
ordinance, will be displayed on 
any outside doors or windows as 
designated by the Fire Official . 

K) COMPLIANCE 

All newly constructed build- 
ings, not yet occupied or builds 
currently under construction 
and all buildings or businesses 
applying for a certificate of 
occupancy, and/or building per- 
mits will be required to comply 
with this ordinance. The cost of 
purchasing and installing, along 
with any cost associated with 
implementation of the program 
at a specific property, will be 
born by the Responsible Party. 

L) NON COMPLIANCE 

Non-compliance with this 
ordinance will subject the Re- 
sponsible Party to Citation and 
mandatory appearance in Dis- 
trict Court. Any building that 
was constructed prior to this 
ordinance will have 1 year from 
date of passage of this ordinance 
to comply with the ordinance 
after 1 year the responsible party 
will be cited to district court. 
Continued non-compliance may 
result in revocation of Certifi- 
cate of Occupancy by Building 
Official. 

M) RETURN OF KEYS 

Four (4) months following 
passage of this ordinance, all 
keys currently in possession of 
the Fire Department will be re- 
turned to the Responsible Party. 

N) Penalties

Kentucky Afield Outdoors 

There's a lot to like about 
fishing with paddle boats 



FRANKFORT, Ky. - Ca- 
noes , kayaks and float boats are 
quiet, light, maneuverable, en- 
vironmentally friendly and can 
be launched almost anywhere. 
There's a lot to like about 
paddle-powered fishing boats. 

"Kentucky is blessed with a 
large number of small streams 
that offer excellent fishing 
during the summer months," 
said Ryan Oster, federal aid 
coordinator for the fisheries 
division of the Kentucky De- 
partment of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources. "Many streams are 
lightly fished, and anglers will 
find that fish are aggressive 
because water in streams is 
often cooler." 

In fact, Kentucky has over 
8,000 miles of streams that 
offer quality fisheries, many 
of which are tree-canopied 
waterways off the beaten path. 
Some small public lakes are 
also ideal for paddle-powered 
boats since the use of gasoline- 
powered motors is prohibited. 

"The Department helps de- 
velop access to streams using 
boating access federal funding 
from the Sport Fish Restora- 
tion Act. Historically, boat- 
ing access funds could only 
be used to develop access 
sites and related facilities that 
benefited boats with gasoline 
powered engines. Recently, 
the use of these funds has been 
expanded to include all boat 
types, including those without 
gasoline-powered engines such 
as canoes and kayaks," said 
Oster. "Some of the streams 
we are looking at closely to de- 
velop access include the Green 
River, Licking River, Kentucky 
River and the Floyd's Fork of 
the Salt River." 

Sport Fish Restoration funds 
come from excise taxes placed 
on the sale of fishing equip- 
ment and motor boat fuels. 
State fish and wildlife agencies 
that receive this funding are 
mandated to spend a minimum 
of 15 percent of their annual 
apportionment on boating ac- 
cess projects. 

"Limited funds are avail- 
able, but access for paddle- 
powered boats is a lot less 
costly to build and less land 

- usually one-half acre or less 

- is needed, compared to what 
it typically takes to build a boat 
ramp," Oster explained. 

Access for paddle-powered 
boats is typically a parking lot 
and an area where paddlers can 
drag their boats down to the 
water. On steep-sided banks, a 
slide is built, with steps down 
to the water. 

Anglers are reminded that 
permission from the landowner 
is required to cross private land 
to access streams or lakes. 
Persons who fail to obtain 
permission may be cited for 
trespassing. 

Sales of paddle-powered 
boats have increased in re- 
cent years, despite an industry 



downturn. While new power 
boat sales declined 10 percent 
in 2010, according to data re- 
leased by the National Marine 
Manufacturers' Association 
(NMMA), fishing kayaks, in 
particular, have become one of 
the fastest-growing segments 
of this small boat market. 

These shallow draft boats 
first became popular in coastal 
areas, but anglers' use of these 
boats on freshwater lakes and 
rivers has grown in popularity. 
The sit-on-top and the hybrid 
"open boat" designs seem to 
have the largest following 
among anglers. These styles 
offer a way to gain access to 
shallow creeks, remote wet- 
lands, small lakes and ponds 
that are either off limits to big 
boats or too shallow for them 
to navigate. 

From a practical standpoint, 
paddle-powered boats are a 
good value. Their purchase 
price and long-term operating 
costs are thousands of dollars 
less than a traditional sport 
fishing boat powered by an 
outboard motor, and rigged 
with an electric trolling motor, 
livewell, electronic depth find- 
ers and GPS. 

A top-of-the-line kayak out- 
fitted for fishing (rod holder, 
anchor, dry storage and pedal 
drive system) can be purchased 
for about $2,200, with some of 
the best boats on the market 
selling for less than $1 ,200. 

Extras that paddlers will 
need to buy include a paddle, 
a life jacket, and roof rack is 
needed to transport the boat on 
top of a passenger car. 

A pickup truck might be the 
ideal vehicle for transporting 
a fishing canoe, kayak or float 
boat. With the tailgate down, 
there's plenty of room to carry 
a boat in an 8 -foot truck bed. 
Using 1-inch ratchet straps is 
the most convenient and reli- 
able way to tie down a boat to a 
roof rack or secure it in the bed 
of a pickup. 

There are other expenses 
that simply don't apply to 
paddle-powered boats such as 
boat registration fees, property 
taxes, fuel, and engine main- 
tenance costs. In Kentucky 
and many other states, paddle- 
powered boats are exempt from 
registration. 

Paddle-powered boats offer 
some health benefits, too. With 
all that paddling anglers work 
their arm muscles and burn 
some calories as well. 

Outfitters across Kentucky 
rent kayaks and canoes for 
public use and give an angler 
and idea of how these boats 
perform. Try one of these boats 
this summer and enjoy green, 
affordable fishing.

"During the tornado, we lost 
nearly $100,000 worth of foot- 
ball equipment, so having new 
gear means a lot to these kids," 
Turner said. "We're still wait- 
ing on our new helmets to get 
here, although we've been told 
they've already been shipped. 
Our players are looking forward 
to having new stuff and we ap- 
preciate everything that's been 
done to help this program get 
back on its feet." 

The Cougars are practicing 
every night from 6 to 9 p.m. 
at the high school. Turner says 
the exoerience of this team has 



been evident early. 

"I'm so impressed with our 
maturity and confidence of this 



team". These kids are playing 
with speed and aggressiveness, 
which is crucial to achieve the 



level of success we're hoping 
for. I know it's early, but I like 
what I see". 

The Cougars will take the 
field in about three weeks with 
a scheduled first scrimmage 
on August 10 at Betsy Layne. 
Morgan will be the first oppos- 
ing team to play on the school's 
new turf field.
